ice  announces  that  civilian  air  letters 

y  now  be  sent  to  Canada,  Newfoundland, 
itish  West  Indies  and  the  Falkland 
ands.  The  service  is  also  available  to 
apire  and  British-mandated  territories  in 
rica,  Asia  and  the  Pacific,  to  Malta, 
ypt,  Egyptian  Sudan,  Irak  and  Iran. 
Remittances  to  France. — The  Treasury 
nounces  that  interim  reciprocal  arrange- 
;nts  have  been  made  which  permit  limited 
mittances  to  be  made  to  the  French 
linland  and  Monaco  for  travellers  visiting 
ose  areas  on  approved  business,  and  for 
rtain  other  specified  purposes.  Informa- 
m  can  be  obtained  from  any  bank. 
Window  Lighting  Ban  Maintained. — The 
;ent  partial  relaxation  of  the  black-out 
^trictions,  and  the  decision  of  the  Ministry 
;  Home  Security  to  permit  increased  street 
i'hting,  have  brought  no  lifting  of  the  ban 
i  shop-window  lighting.  The  prohibition, 
iposed  in  1942  applies  to  display  lighting 
any  form,  including  neon  signs,  and  there 

no  power  under  the  Order  to  grant 


individual  exemptions.  The  Minister  of 
Fuel  and  Power  holds  out  no  hope  of  relax- 
ing this  restriction  in  the  near  future. 

Christmas  and  New  Year  Holidays. — The 
Government,  through  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  National  Service,  has  issued  a 
recommendation  to  employers  that  Satur- 
day, December  23 ;  Christmas  Day,  Decem- 
ber 25 ;  and  Tuesday,  December  26,  or 
alternatively,  Saturday,  December  30 ;  New 
Year's  Day;  and  January  2,  1945,  should, 
in  general,  be  approved  holidays.  If  a 
decision  to  follow  the  Government's  recom- 
mendations entails  a  departure  from 
arrangements  agreed  or  established  by 
custom  or  practice,  care  should  be  taken 
to  agree  the  variations  beforehand  with  the 
appropriate  representatives  of  the  workers. 

War  Risks  Insurance. — ^The  Board  of 
Trade  announces  all  policies  ior  fixed  sums 
under  the  Commodity  Insurance  Schemes 
which  are  in  force  on  December  2,  1944, 
will  be  extended  until  March  2,  1945,  with- 
out further  payment  of  premium  or  the 
necessity  for  further  action.  Policies  under 
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the  Business  Scheme  which  are  in  force  on 
December  31,  1944,  will  be  extended  until 
March  31,  1945,  and  policies  under  the 
Private  Chattels  Scheme,  which  are  due 
to  expire  on  or  after  November  23,  1944, 
and  prior  to  April  30,  1945,  will  be  extended 
to  April  30,  1945. 

Export  Drive. — Arrangements  have  been 
made  for  representatives  of  the  Federation 
of  .British  Industries  to  visit  countries  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  to  prepare  the  way  for 
restoration  of  the  export  trade  of  Great 
Britain. 

Liverpool  Co-op  Trading  Results. — Sales 
in  the  two  pharmacies  of  Liverpool  Co- 
operative Chemists,  Ltd.,  which  is  associated 
with  Liverpool  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd., 
amounted  to  £S,^ij  during  the  thirty-four 
weeks  to  September  16.  In  the  same 
period,  sales  from  the  nine  drug  stores  of 
the  Society  totalled  1,421. 

Lipstick  at  the  Battlefront. — In  an  address 
in  New  York  on  November  27,  Lord  Halifax 
(the  British  Ambassador)  disclosed  that  the 
United  States  has  shipped  lipsticks  to 
Great  Britain  under  the  Lend -Lease  arrange- 
ment. "The  truth  is,"  said  Lord  Halifax, 
"that  lipstick  has  been  found  to  be  the 
best  method  of  marking  the  nature  of 
wounds  on  battle  casualties,  and  has  been 
sent  for  that  reason." 

Benevolent  Fund  Drive  in  Liverpool. — 

Liverpool  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  in  pre-war  years,  by  means 
of  special  appeals  and  social  gatherings, 
raised  about  ^150  per  annum  for  the 
Society's  Benevolent  Fund,  is  making  a 
vigorous  drive  to  maintain  that  standard. 
Members  of  the  committee  have  been 
visiting  chemists  in  the  pharmacies,  and 
to  date  have  raised  £75  towards  this  year's 
appeal. 

Pharmaceutical   Students'   Report. — The 

British  Pharmaceutical  Students'  Associa- 
tion has  now  published,  as  a  24-page 
booklet,  a  report  of  the  proceedings  at  its 
annual  conference  held  earlier  in  the  year. 
Mr.  G.  E.  Trease's  address  on  "Teaching 
Methods  in  Pharmacy,  Past,  Present,  and 
Future,"  is  printed  in  full.  The  report  is 
available  to  students  through  their  colleges. 
Apprentices  and  ^others  who  are  interested 
may  obtain  a  copy  (price  sevenpence,  post 
free)  from  the  Association  at  3  King's 
Parade,  Cambridge. 

Eire  Health  Scheme. — The  Medical 
Association  of  Eire  has  put  before  the 
Minister  for  Local  Government  and  Public 


Health  proposals  for  reforms  in  the  hea 
services  of  Eire.  The  Association  belie 
that  participation,  in  the  scheme  should 
compulsory,  and  has  designed  its  plan 
take  in  all  wage-earners  between  th 
likely  to  patronise  existing  dispensai 
and  those  earning  ;^400  per  annum, 
contributions  being  graded  according 
earnings.  Health  centres  would  be  est 
lished  and  doctors  would  be  encouraged 
group  their  efforts  and  knowledge  for 
better  administration  of  the  scheme. 

Disabled  Men  in  Shops. — The  secret 
of  the  National  Amalgamated  Union 
Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen  and  Cle 
(to  which  the  Association  of  Pharmac 
tical  Employees  is  affiliated)  has  issuec 
statement  on  the  absorption  into  the  c 
tributive  trades  of  a  "reasonable  quol 
of  disabled  ex-servicemen.

tions. It  was  reported  that  Sulfanex  powder 
and  ointment  were  now  confined  to  chem- 
ists and  druggists,  and  these  preparations 
were  accordingly  added  to  the  approved 
list  of  manufacturers. 

Manchester  Joint  Meeting. — Mr.  H.  Gart- 
side,  B.Sc,  Ph.C,  gave  an  address  on 
"Research  and  the  Pharmacist"  to  the 
Manchester  branch  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Women  Pharmacists,  the  Man- 
chester Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  the 
local  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  November  16.  The  work  of  the  phar- 
macist in  relation  to  biological  research  was, 
he  said,  of  the  utmost  importance.  With 
advances  in  chemotherapy  clinicians  looked 
ever  more  frequently  to  the  field  of  organic 
chemistry  for  their  drug  of  choice.  It  was 
the  work  of  the  organic  chemist  to  discover 
and  produce  new  compounds,  but  it  was 
still  the  prerogative  of  the  pharmacist 
to  convert  those  bulk  drugs  into  suitable 
pharmaceutical  preparations,  either  for  the 
furtherance  of  laboratory  experiments  or 
for  the  elucidation  of  their  value  in  clinical 
trials.  The  research  pharmacist  must 
choose  his  preparations  carefully.  ,It  was 
his  responsibility  to  meet  the  specified 
requirements  of  his  colleagues,  the  physi- 
ologist, pharmacologist,  parasitologist,  and 
the  like,  as  well  as  the  clinician.  Tn  so  doing 
he  had  to  look  to  the  future,  as  well  as  to 
immediate  requirements  for,  at  a  later 
stage,  he  might  be  called  upon  to  establish 
large-scale  processes  for  the  pharmaceutical 
preparations  and  lay  down  specifications,  in 
co-operation  with  the  analytical  chemists, 
for  quality  control.  Research  was  therefore 
a  combined  effort  of  all  the  sciences.  If  the 
new  drugs  were  available  in  bulk  form,  as 
many  were,  it  was  within  the  scope  of  the 
professional  pharmacist  to  examine  pre- 
parations and  add  to  the  fund  of  general 
knowledge.  Contacts  between  pharmacist 
and  physician  were  of  considerable  value 
to  the  parties  intimately  concerned,  and 
the  knowledge  and  experience  thus  gained, 
if  carefully  recorded,  could  be  of  immense 
value  to  their  colleagues  in  the  research 
laboratories.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Gartside  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Harry 
Brindle  and  carried  with  applause. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Unauthorised  Use  of  Caustic  Potash. — At 

Liverpool,  on  November  24,  William  Mus- 
kett  Delf,  trading  as  W.  M.  Delf  &  Co., 
was  fined  ^50,  with  ;^26  5s.  costs,  for  using 
caustic  potash  in  the  production  of  soft 
soap  for  non-industrial  purposes  without 
authority  to  do  sO.  For  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  it  was  admitted  that  Delf  derived 
no  financial  gain  by  contravening  the 
Control  of  Caustic  Potash  and  Carbonate 
of  Potash  Order.  He  was  entitled  to  use 
the  potash  for  industrial  purposes,  but  had 
used  it  to  make  soap  for  hairdressers. 

Committed  for  Trial. — At  Bow  Street, 
London,  police  court  on  November  18, 
Dilruba,  Ltd.,  Nathaniel  Mackover,  Rashid 
Anwar, ,  Leo  Katz,  and  Eleaza  Sussman 
Bornstein  were  committed  for  trial  on  a 
summons  alleging  a  conspiracy  to  defeat 
the  provisions  of  the  Toilet  Preparations 
Order  (see  C-  6^  D.,  November  11,  p.  498). 
All  pleaded  not  guilty.  Mackover  said  he 
acted  as  solicitor  in  the  formation  of  the 
company,  and,  because  of  the  shortage  of 
secretaries,  agreed  to  become  secretary  up 
to  the  completion  of  the  first  meeting.  He 
received  no  remuneration  beyond  his  pro- 
fessional fees,  and  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
business  except  what  he  was  told  by  his 
clients. — On  November  19,  at  the  same 
court,  Harry  Kolinsky,  bookmaker.  Baker 
Street,  London,  W.,  George  Philip  Thomas, 
traveller.  Shepherds  Bush,  Simon  Baetu, 
clerk.  Brent,  N.W.,  and  Mrs.  Florence  May 
Khan,  29  Hyde  Park  Mansions,  W.,  were 
charged  on  remand  with  being  concerned 
in  buying  or  receiving,  as  selling  agents, 
perfumes  in  contravention  of  the  Toilet 
Preparations  Order.  It  was  alleged  that 
Mrs.  Khan  had  admitted  manufacturing 
perfumes,  and  said  they  were  disposed  of 
by  Baetu  and  Kolinsky.  After  formal 
evidence  the  Board  of  Trade,  on  the  ground 
that  there  was  no  evidence  to  support  the 
case  against  Thomas,  asked  that  he  should 
be  discharged,  and  the  charge  against 
Thomas  was  accordingly  dismissed.  The 
other  accused,  who  pleaded  not  guilty,  and 
reserved  their  defence,  were  committed  for 
trial. 

Controlled  Goods  Unlawfully  Made. — At 

.  Old  Street,  London,  magistrates'  court, 
on  November  17,  Bertie  Price  and  Anne 
Levinson,  said  to  be  brother  and  sister,  were 
each  fined  £50,  with  £1^  2s.  6d.  costs,  for 
unlawfully  manufacturing  controlled  goods 
contrary  to  the  Toilet  Preparations  Order, 
1943.  Price  was  fined  an  additional  £50  for 


furnishing  a  document  which  was  false  in  a 
material  particular.  Defendants  were  found 
unloading  six  cartons  from  a  taxicab.  The 
cartons  were  found  to  contain  1,560  ^-oz. 
bottles  of  perfume,  and  Mrs.  Levinson  pu' 
forward  the  explanation  that  she  had  been 
in  partnership  with  an  Indian,  the  partner- 
ship had  been  dissolved,  and  he  had  given 
her  the  perfume  in  settlement  of  her  share. 
Premises  .  occupied  by  the  defendants  at 
Spital  Square,  London,  E.,  were  searched, 
and  moulds,  bottles  of  liquid  and  other 
articles  found.  A  torn-up  invoice  was 
pieced  together,  and  inquiries  showed  thaitj 
Price  had,  on  a  number  of  occasions, 
obtained  controlled  goods  from  a  firm  whei 
he  was  known  as  "Mr.  Kirk."  In  Januai^ 
he  signed  in  that  name  a  declaration  tha 
on  October  i,  1941,  he  was  manufacturing 
toilet  preparations,  and  on  the  strength  oi 
the  declaration  he  was  supplied  with  i^lh. 
of  essences.  Defence  claimed  that  Mrs 
Levinson  got  from  the  Indian  the  sort 
things  needed  for  manufacturing  perfumes 
and  used  the  place  at  Spital  Square  to  kee 
them  in.  Where  she  went  wrong  was 
making  up  material  into  the  manufactured 
article.  She  did  not  supply  any  of  th 
perfume,  but  was  keeping  it  in  the  hope  that 
one  day  the  restrictions  would  be  lifted  and 
she  would  be  able  to  sell  them. 

INQUEST 

Arsenical  Intolerance. — At  an  inquest  on 
Miss  Maisie  Granger,  Islington,  which  wasi 
concluded   at   St.    Pancras,    London,  on 
November  13,  evidence  was  given  that  the 
deceased,  who  died  in  the  Royal  Ere 
Hospital  from  arsenical  dermatitis,  had 
been  undergoing  a  treatment  which  includedj 
small  doses  of  an 'arsenical  preparation  t 
which  she  showed  complete  intolerance 
Professor  Rudolph  Peters  (Department 
Biochemistry,  University  Museum,  Oxford) 
on  whose  advice  the  treatment  was  givenj 
told  the  coroner  that  the  preparation  was 
released  for  treatment  under  certain  limita^ 
tions,  but  he  was  not  prepared  in  open  court; 
to  say  of  what  it  ponsisted.  A  representativ 
of  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  who  was  present 
had  a  private  conference  with  the  coroner 
but  was  not  allowed  to  give  evidence,  and 
the  coroner  said  he  appreciated  that,  on 
grounds  of  medical  research,  it  would  no 
be  well  for  the  name  of  the  chemical  con 
stituents  of  the  substance  to  be  designated 
A  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes  w 
returned.

Jseful  Discussion

sallocation  of  Man-power 

Unless  the  twopenny  White  Paper,  on 
lc  reallocation  of  man-power  during  the 
terval  between  the  defeat  of  Germany 
id  that  of  Japan  (p.  563),  which  Paper 
am  at  present  unable  to  obtain,  deals 
ith  the  question  on  broader  lines  than 
5  penny  predecessor  of  two  months  ago 
/.  6-  D.,  September  30,  p.  347),  I  fear  that 
is  is  merely  a  case  of  penny  plain  and 
rapence  coloured.  The  truth  is  that, 
iportant  as  man-power  is  in  civilian 
fairs,  it  will  be  but  one  factor  in  what 
)u  have  aptly  called  a  period  of  "severe 
ljustments."  In  areas  devastated  by 
)mbing,  the  position  of  a  retail  trader 
hose  shop  has  disappeared,  together  with 


several  more,  presents  other  difficulties. 
Unless  he  has  had  better  fortune  than  most 
people  similarly  visited,  his  trade  has 
vanished.  He  cannot  commence  business 
elsewhere  without  a  licence,  obtainable 
from  a  possibly  distant  authority  not 
anxious  to  encourage  newcomers.  In  the 
alternative,  he  may  secure  other  premises 
near  his  old  site;  but  will  his  customers 
follow  him?  Again,  if  he  is  able  to  retire 
on  his  savings,  he  is  unlikely  to  obtain 
either  accommodation  of  a  suitable  kind 
or  permission  to  build  a  house;  and  even 
if  such  permission  is  granted,  it  will  be 
followed  by  a  delay  of  unknown  duration 
while  priorities  are  receiving  attention.  His 
interest  in  man-power  is  thus  likely  to  be 
indirect.  The  question  soon  to  confront  the 
nation  as  a  matter  of  public  policy  is 
whether,  for  instance,  a  key  man  in  the 
building  industry  is  more  important  than 
his  opposite  number  in  the  export  trade. 
Truly  there  must  be,  as  you  say,  "severe" 
adjustments. 

The  Official  Ointments 

A  comment  ^  of  a  general  nature  arises 
from  the  remarks  in  this  section  last  week 
on  the  Seventh  Addendum  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  It  may  be  that  the  General 
Medical  Council,  preoccupied  with  other 
matters,  has  failed  to  realise  how  acute  is 
the  annoyance  caused  by  the  recent  changes 
in  pharmacopoeial  ointments  and  by  the 
repeated  postponement  of  their  operation. 
The  details  are  fresh  in  the  minds  of  your 
readers,  and  need  not  be  recapitulated. 
Admittedly  there  must  in  war-time  be 
succedanea — in  plainer  English,  makeshifts ; 
but  this  necessity  should  not  involve  such 
an  unedifying  performance  as  that  of  the 
past  eighteen  months.  It  would  not  be 
surprising  to  learn  that  the  formulation  of 
better  ointment  bases  is  already  being 
undertaken  by  dermatologists :  if  so,  it 
will  be  wise  to  await  an  authoritative  pro- 
nouncement before  making  changes  in  a 
pottering,  aimless  kind  of  way  in  this  class 
of  medicament.  Given  a  rationally  con- 
ceived series  of  bases,  I  see  no  reason  why 
the  official  unguenta  should  not  be  set  forth 
as  the  official  trochisci  are,  each  formula 
comprising  (with  a  few  possible  exceptions) 
only  proportional  strength  and  nam^  of 
basis,  and  the  formulas  for  the  bases  ap- 
pearing at  the  beginning  of  the  section. 
The  possible  exceptions  in  my  thoughts  at 
the  moment  are  ointment  of  mercury  and 
mercuric  nitrate  ointment.  XrOVSGf

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EXPORT  CONTROL  CHANGES 


The  Export  of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  2) 
Order,  1944  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  1262), 
operative  from  November  18,  introduces  a 
number  of  minor  relaxations  in  the  control 
of  exports.    (Editorial  comment,  p.  589.) 

The  following  countries  are  removed  from 
the  list  of  destinations  to  which  the  export 
of  all  goods  is  subject  to  licence : — 

Basutoland ;  Bechuanaland  Protectorate ; 
British  Solomon  Islands  Protectorate ;  Cook 
Islands;  Dahomey;  Fiji;  French  Guiana; 
French  Guinea ;  French  Settlements  in  Oceania, 
New  Caledonia  and  New  Hebrides ;  French 
Sudan;  French  West  Indies;  Ivory  Coast; 
Liberia ;  Madagascar  and  dependencies ;  Mauri- 
tania ;  New  Hebrides  ;  Niger ;  Norfolk  Island ; 
Northern  Rhodesia;  Nyasaland;  Papua;  Por- 
tuguese East  Africa;  Portuguese  Guinea; 
Portuguese  West  Africa;  Reunion;  St.  Pierre 
and  Miquelon ;  Senegal ;  South-west  Africa, 
Southern  Rhodesia ;  Swaziland ;  Tonga ;  Union 
of  South  Africa ;  Western  Samoa. 

Goods  in  a  Schedule  of  the  Export 
Control  Order  previously  dn  force,  which 
required  licences  for  export  to  all  destina- 
tions, still  require  licences  for  export  to  the 
destinations  listed.  So  do  other  goods 
which,  though  not  requiring  a  licence  if 
shipped  direct  to  one  of  the  destinations 
specified,  are  transhipped  in  a  country  to 
which  the  export  of  all  goods  is  controlled. 

The  following  goods  are  among  those 
removed  from  the  Schedule.  These  conse- 
quently require  licences  only  when  they  are 
exported  to  certain  destinations  :  Mercury ; 
acetylcholine  and  salts ;  albumin  tannate ; 
bromethol ;  cyclohexanone ;  diodone ;  ethyl 
morrhuate;  manganese  sulphate;  magne- 
sium oxide  and  hydroxide;  magnesium 
sulphate ;  mercury  compounds  and  pre- 
parations ;  orthocaine  and  salts ;  sodium 
hydrosulphite  (hyposulphite) ;  sodium  morr- 
huate ;  sodium  sulphide. 

Amendments  to  Schedule 

The  following  amendments  have  been 
made  to  the  Schedule : — 

Group  3. — The  heading  "Perfumery  and 
toilet  preparations,  whether  medicated  or  not" 
has  been  deleted,  and  polishes  containing  wax, 
perfumery  and  toilet  preparations  have  been 
excluded  from  the  following  items:  "Gums, 
resins  (including  oleo-resins)  and  lacs,  natural, 
not  specified  elsewhere  in  this  Schedule,  and 
mixtures  (other  than  medicinal  preparations) 
containing  such  gums,  resins  or  lacs,"  and  "Oils, 
including  sulphated  (sulphonated)  oils,  fats  and 
greases  not  specified  elsewhere  in  this  Schedule, 
and  mixtures  (other  than  medicinal  prepara- 
tions) wholly  or  mainly  of  such  oils,  fats  or 
greases."  Toilet  preparations  have  also  been 
excluded    from    the    scope    of    the  heading 


"Mineral  jelly  and  mixtures  containing  mini 
jelly,  but  not  including  medicinal  preparatio 
and  polishes,  medicinal  preparations  and  to 
preparations   have   been   excluded  from 
heading  "Waxes  and  mixtures  containing  wa. 

Group  8. — To  the  item  "Manufactures  wlT 
or  partly  of  balata,  gutta-percha,  rubber  lat 
rubber  or  synthetic  rubber"  the  following  ] 
been  added:  "Infants'  feeding-bottles,  fit 
with  teats  or  valves."  Licences  are  accordin 
necessary  for  their  export  to  ah  destination; 

Group  12  (i). — From  the  heading  "Opt^ 
instruments  as  specified  in  the  lists  issued 
the  Board  of  Trade  under  the  Safeguarding 
Industries  Act,  1921,  as  amended  and  extern 
and  parts  of  such  instruments"  have  b 
excluded:  Field  and  opera  glasses  having 
magnification  not  exceeding  six  times  and  fiti 
with  an  object  glass  not  exceeding  30  mm.

Preparations  of 
following  items  have  been  deleted :  Hyosci 
hyoscyamine ;    pancreatin ;    peptones ;  pot 
slum  guaiacolsulphonate ;  stramonium, 
item  "Hyoscyamus  and  its  preparations" 
been    replaced    by:    "Hyoscyamus  and 
extracts." 


Inhibition  of  Lactation. — For  reasons  s 
as  stillbirth,  abortion,  neonatal  death 
cracked  nipples,  it  is  n  often  necessary 
inhibit  lactation.   The  physiology  of  lac 
tion  is  determined  by  hormonal  and  ner^ 
stimulation  factors.    Absence  of  suckli 
stimulus  may  be  expected  to  produce  t 
desired  effect  if  the  hormonal  factor  can 
controlled.   Prescott  and  Basden  ("Brit 
Medical  Journal,"  September  30,  p.  4 
found  that  lactation  was  inhibited  in  66  f 
cent,  of  a  series  of  forty-four  mothers 
a  single  intramuscular  injection  of  hexoest 
dipropionate  shortly  after  childbirth.  Wh 
given  within  the  first  three  days  of  deliye 
lactation  did  not  occur,  and  there  were  : 
signs  of  breast  engorgement.    Of  the  1 
maining  34  per  cent,  all  but  2  per  cei 
ultimately  responded  to  repeated  injectioi 
and  only  18  per  cent,  required  treatme 
for  more  than  three  days.    One  or  t 
intramusciilar    doses    were  effective 
suppressing  lactation  in  five  cases  in  whi 
it  had  been  established.    Orally  the  coi 
pound  was  less  effective. 
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PERFUMERY  MANUFACTURERS'  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Perfumery  and 
Toilet  Preparations  Manufacturers'  Section 
of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  was 
held  in  London  on  November  23.  Mr. 
L.  J.  Matchan  (chairman),  in  the  course  of 
his  report  on  the  year's  work,  said : — 

Mr.  Gunning's  report  last  year  covered 
a  critical  period  in  the  industry's  affairs. 
The  black  market  had  reached  alarming 
proportions,  legitimate  manufacturers  were 
suffering  restriction  and  damage  while 
racketeers  made  fortunes  though  running 
little  apparent  risk  of  prosecution  and 
punishment.  But  these  black  clouds  had, 
it  appeared  to  Mr.  Gunning,  a  possible 
silver  lining — a  new  Toilet  Preparations 
Order.  This  was  a  revolutionary  Order, 
and  for  the  first  time  we  had  concrete  evi- 
dence that  advice  about  the  industry  given 
by  the  industry  was  being  accepted. 

Government  Confidence  in  the  Industry 

I  think  you  will  agree  that  it  has  become 
clear  that  the  new  Toilet  Preparations 
Order,  under  which  we  are  now  operating, 
is  in  its  broad  principles  the  best  that  can 
be  devised,  and  amply  justifies  the  confi- 
dence which  the  Government  places  in  the 
industry's  advice.  The  Order  marks  the 
final  phase  of  war-time  control  of  the 
industry,  and  I  can  safely  say  that  we  are 
not  likely  to  have  any  major  changes  now 
in  the  character  of  restrictive  legislation. 
The  more  blatant  type  of  black  marketing 
has  largely  ended  but  we  still  have  with 
us  the  selling  of  toilet  preparations  under 
one  alias  of  so-called  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  and  there  is  still  considerable 
exploitation  of  that  quite  unjustifiable 
privilege  to  retailers  which  enables  them  to 
manufacture  up  to  /41  13s.  4d.  per  month 
without  registration.  Objectionable  though 
these  things  may  be,  I  think  we  must  admit 
that  they  do  not  constitute  any  grave  or 
permanent  threat  to  the  future  of  the 
industry. 

Having  largely  settled  the  problem  of 
war-time  control,  our  energies  in  1944  have 
been  fully  occupied  with  the  easing  of  such 
war-time  control  and  the  rehabilitation  of 
our  industry  in  the  post-war  period.  The 
Post-war  Committee  submitted  its  report 
to  a  general  meeting  of  the  trade  in  April 
and  it  received  unanimous  approval.  The 
report  has,  in  fact,  met  with  a  cordial 
response  both  in  official  circles  and  else- 
where. In  the  last  month  or  so  we  have 
had  several  discussions  with  the  Board  of 
Trade  and  other  Government  departments 


about  our  recommendations,  and  I  a] 
proud  to  be  able  to  record  that  some  a' 
already  being  carried  into  effect.  T 
Board  of  Trade  has  made  us  no  promis 
or  guarantee,  nor  on  the  export  side  ca 
it  promise  us  more  shipping  space  c 
any  general  easement  of  overseas  impoi 
restrictions,  but  we  can  be  assured  of  th 
Board's  goodwill,  and  rest  confident  i 
the  thought  that  it  will  not  place  ur 
necessary  obstacles  in  our  way. 

Export  Policy  Progress 

Export  has  been  a  constant  headache 
everyone  since  the  war  began.  It  has  bee 
encouraged  and  discouraged  on  numero" 
occasions,  but  at  last  the  Government  h 
finally  committed  itself  to  a  policy 
export  expansion  starting  now.  RaA 
materials  and  labour  have,  in  the  past,  bee: 
denied  us  because  of  the  lack  of  an  expor 
policy  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
but  now  that  we  have  a  set  policy  the  trad- 
must  exert  every  effort  as  a  united  an 
forceful  whole  to  make  the  other  Ministrie 
concerned  realise  the  urgency  of  our  clai 
for  essential  raw  materials  and  labour 
There  are,  unfortunately,  some  less  en 
couraging  aspects  of  the  situation.  We  hayt 
a  strong  stimulus  from  the  Governmen 
to  go  all  out  for  export,  and  they  hav< 
undertaken  to  be  helpful,  but  there  ar 
still  many  obstacles.  We  are  told  that  w 
cannot  look  forward  to  any  increased  sup 
plies  of  paper  and  board  for  some  time 
Without  better  supplies  few  of  us  car 
increase  our  export  trade  to  any  rea 
degree.  Plastics,  glass  and  metal  containen 
are  still  difficult,  but  the  outlook  does  no 
seem  quite  so  despondent  as  that  for  paper 
In  regard  to  manufacturing,  it  may  be 
claimed  that  the  raw  material  position  is 
easing  slightly. 

The  Section  continues  to  increase  i 
strength  and  vitality.  The  work  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  its  many  sub 
committees  has  continued  unabated,  and 
has  been  far  more  hectic  than  would  appear 
on  the  surface.  Prestige  with  Government 
departments  stands  very  high  indeed.  Good 
work  was  accomplished  by  the  Hair  Prep- 
arations Committee  under  Mr.  Fabricius. 
In  regard  to  home  quota  control,  we  were 
able  to  persuade  the  Board  of  Trade  to 
abandon  the  limitation  that  not  more  than 
half  the  quota  supplies  could  be  put  out  in 
the  first  three  months  of  the  quota  period. 
The  question  of  supplies  for  troopships  was 
satisfactorily  cleared  up.     Procedure  was 
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0  devised,  in  conjunction  with  the  Board 
Trade,  to  enable  firms  which  conduct  all 
iir  distribution  through  an  associated 
itributing  company  to  supply  N. A. A. F.I. 
thout  having  to  count  it  against  their 
ota.  Another  minor  change  agreed  upon 
the  Board  of  Trade,  at  our  request,  was 
3  special  licensing  system  under  which 
ns  which  act  as  distributors  for  both 
me  and  export  trade  are  enabled  to 
tain  quota-free  supplies  for  export, 
:hough  not  registered  under  Part  2.  We 
ire  also  able,  with  the  co-operation  of 
e  Ministry  of  Supply,  to  ease  the  position, 
ider  the  Packaging  Orders,  of  members 
(Iding  stocks  of  containers  not  conforming 
the  standard  schedules. 
Mr.  Matchan  expressed  thanks  to  Mr. 
)wlishaw  (deputy  chairman)  and  to  Mr. 
iddlemiss  (secretary)  for  their  work  during 
,e  year. 

Luncheon  of  the  Section 

SE  annual  meeting  was  preceded  by  a 
pU-attended  luncheon  at  the  Connaught 
boms,  London.  Mr.  L.  J.  Matchan  (chair- 
an),  proposing  "The  Guests,"  welcomed 
iptain  Charles  Waterhouse,  M.P.  (Par- 
imentary   Secretary   to   the    Board  of 


Trade).  Captain  Waterhouse,  said  Mr, 
Matchan,  was  an  old  friend  of  the  industry. 
He  also  welcomed  Mr.  Monier  Williams 
(Principal  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trade),  who,  he  said,  seldom  failed  to 
solve  their  difficulties. 

Captain  Waterhouse,  in  reply,  said 
some  traders  had  not  realised  how  hard  a 
task  the  Board  of  Trade  had  had  during 
the  past  four  yeirs.  The  trade,  on  its  part, 
had  sacrificed  much  goodwill.  Under 
concentration  the  members  had  given  up 
many  operatives,  and  yielded  niuch  floor 
space  for  war  purposes,  for  which  the 
country  was  grateful.  The  structure  of  the 
trade,  however,  was  intact,  and  ready  for 
post-war  tasks.  Captain  Waterhouse  said 
that,  in  spite  of  the  improved  war  situation, 
the  labour  position  was  extremely  difficult. 
He  hoped  raw  materials  would  become 
easier  in  the  near  future.  Without  making 
any  promises,  he  would  look  into  the  ques- 
tion of  raw  materials  for  export  packages, 
but  if  any  concession  in  this  direction  were 
possible,  they  would  understand  that  it 
would  be  for  export  only.  On  behalf,  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  he  thanked  the  indus- 
try for  their  co-operation  during  the  past 
years. 


PROPOSED  CONNAUGHT  ASSOCIATION

Would  chemistry 
ad  physics,  as  addenda  to  the  PreHminary 
camination,  improve  this  state  of  affairs? 
iresumably  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
elieved  they  would.  It  was  hoped  to  link 
p  a  Connaught  Association  with  the  West- 
leath  Federation,  with  the  Limerick  and 
ork  Associations,  and  with  Kerry  and 
i^aterford.    When  that  was  accomplished, 

manufacturers  of  medicines,  patent  or 


otherwise,  preferred  the  grocer  and  the 
candlestick  maker,  members  would  then 
manufacture  their  own  competitive  lines. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Adamson,  Ph.C,  advocated 
the  formation  of  a  Provincial  Association  to 
strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Central  Associa- 
tion. He  urged  the  necessity  of  having 
pharmaceutical  chemists  appointed  to  all 
hospitals,  dispensaries  and  institutions  for 
the  compounding  of  medicines.  Mr.  J. 
Whelan,  Ph.C,  Galway,  proposed  "That 
a  Provincial  Association  be  formed."  He 
said  that  it  was  long  overdue,  and  he  was 
grateful  to  the  Mayo  chemists  for  coming 
there  and  helping  such  a  splendid  object, 
Mr,  J.  E.  O'Donnell  (secretary,  Galway 
Association)  seconded.  All  present  spoke, 
and  after  a  number  of  questions  had  been 
■put  to  the  meeting  all  took  part  in  a  short 
discussion,  and  it  was  agreed  that  pro- 
vincial officers  should  be  appointed  at  a 
subsequent  meeting,  which  would  be  held 
in  Galway.  Messrs.  Doherty  and  O'Donnell 
were  asked  to  keep  in  touch  so  that  final 
arrangements  could  be  made.  Any  chemists 
interested  are  asked  to  communicate  with 
Mr.  C.  J,  Doherty,  Westport,  or  Mr.  J.  E. 
O'Donnell,  The  Connaught  Pharmacy, 
Galway. 
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The  fact  that  goods  made  of  raw  materials 
in  short  supply  owing  to  war  conditions  are 
advertised  in  this  paper  or  described  in  its 
editorial  columns  should  not  be  taken  as  an 
indication  that  they  are  necessarily  available 
for  export. 


Issues  Still  Undecided 

Two  important  matters  which  came  up  at 
the  meeting  of  Branch  representatives  of 
the  Pharmaeeutical  Society  on  November  2, 
and  which  there  was  not  space  to  discuss 
in  last  week's  issue,  were  the  nature  of 
health  centres,  particularly  in  their  effect 
upon  the  pharmaceutical  services,  and  the 
basis  of  remuneration  for  •  pharmacists 
under  any  national  health  plan  adopted. 

Health  Centres  on  the  "  Dawson  "  M9del 

The  paper  presented  on  the  subject  of 
health  centres  by  the  Society's  secretary,  in 
which  he  pronounced  in  favour  of  a  twenty- 
year-old  scheme  (which  fell  a  victim  to  the 
Geddes  axe  after  the  last  war),  seems  to 
have  taken  representatives  rather  by 
surprise.  The  inconclusive  nature  of  the 
subsequent  discussion  suggests  that  he  was 
dealing  with  matters  to  which  a  good  deal 
of  thought  still  remains  to  be  given.  In 
outline  the  basis  of  the  "Dawson"  scheme 
was  that  the  front  line  of  medical  service 
should  remain  the  general  practitioner, 
with  health  centres — equipped  with  beds, 
a  dispensary,  etc. — as  a  second  line,  to  be 
called  upon  only  when  the  first  proved 
inadequate,  and  with  hospitals  as  the  final 
stage.  Mr.  Linstead  alleged  that  a  feature 


of  the  "Dawson"  health  centre  had  been 
deliberately  dropped  by  the  framers  of  the 
White  Paper,  namely,  the  bringing  together, 
and  into  contact  with  consultants  and 
specialists,  of  doctors  still  in  independent 
practice.  Such  a  centre  would  be  a  forum 
for  the  doctors  of  an  area,  and  "  there  would 
develop  an  intellectual  life  and  camaraderie 
to  the  great  advantage  of  the  Service." 

Should  Chemists  Take  Sides? 

Under  the  health  centres  adumbrated  by 
the  White  Paper,  there  would  be  a  salaried 
medical  staff  of  six  or  eight,  or  twelve, 
doctors,  and  their  relationship  to  one 
another  would  obviously  be  on  a  rather 
different  footing.  Mr.  Linstead 's  suggestion 
was  that  pharmacists  should  take  sides  in 
what  he  termed  "this  health  centre  con- 
troversy," although  he  brought  forward  no 
evidence  that  the  "Dawson"  health  centre 
was  being  actively  advocated  by  any 
section  of  the  medical  profession  today. 
During  the  discussion,  Mr.  Campbell, 
Glasgow,  came  near  to  seeking  a  declaration 
on  this  point  by  asking  whether  Mr. 
Linstead  thought  the  "Dawson"  com- 
mittee, sitting  today,  would  have  advocated 
its  original  or  the  White  Paper  type  of 
health  centre.  Mr.  Linstead  "had  some 
reason  for  believing  that  their  views  would 
not  have  changed,"  but  did  not  disclose 
the  basis  of  his  belief.  Although  we  appre- 
ciate the  difference  between  the  two  centres 
from  the  medical  man's  point  of  view,  we 
take  leave  to  suppose  that  for  pharmacists 
a  more  fruitfuL and  positive  line  of  develop- 
ment lies  in  the  direction  of  a  central 
pharmacy  in  each  area,  as  expounded  at  the 
conference  by  Mr.  Hudson.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  in  some  parts  of  the  country 
practical  steps  have  already  been  taken 
towards  implementing  the  essential  prin- 
ciple in  this  idea. 

Double  Harness  Has  Its  Drawbacks 

The  secretary's  championship  of  a 
particular  type  of  health  centre  was  linked 
with  his  six  points  upon  which  to  establish 
co-operation  with  the  medical  profession, 
but  it  is  doubtful  whether  chemists  have 
much  to  hope  for  from  a  policy  of  joint 
action  with  doctors.  The  lesson  will  not 
have  been  lost  upon  pharmacists  that 
Lord  Dawson — the  same  whose  name  is 
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associated  with  the  type  of  health  centre 
"adopted"  by  Mr.  Linstead — exhibited  in 
the  House  of  Lords  on  an  important  phar- 
maceutical occasion  an  amount  of  "co- 
operation" with  pharmacists  that  can,  at 
best,  be  described  as  failing  to  oppose. 
Are  medical  men  as  a  whole  likely  to  show 
any  greater  warmth  for  the  cause  of 
chemists,  even  if,  in  return,  the  Joint 
Committee  undertakes  to  oppose  the 
"  institutionalisation "  of  general  practi- 
tioners? We  doubt  it.  Pharmacists  would 
be  better  advised,  in  our  view,  to  concen- 
trate on  arguing  their  own  case,  and  not 
dissipate  their  chances  by  acting  as  auxil- 
iary— and  self-appointed — spokesmen  of 
another  profession. 

Remuneration 

The  representatives'  meeting  was  finally 
remarkable  for  two  precise  and  penetrating 
analyses  of  the  finances  of  pharmaceutical 
service  to  the  State,  the  first  by  Mr.  T.  O. 
Martin  in  an  introductory  paper  (C.  6-  D., 
.November  i8,  p.  533),  and  the  second  by 
Mr.  Tomski  during  discussion.  Mr.  Tomski 
suggested  is.  5d.  as  a  correct  computation 
of  what  should  be  the  remuneration  per 
prescription  today.  There  are,  of  course, 
many  ways  of  approaching  the  problem, 
but  it  is  remarkable  that,  of  a  number  which 
have  been  made  recently,  differences  of 
result  are  small  by  contrast  with  the 
unanimity  with  which  all  condemn  present 
payments  for  National  Health  Insurance 
dispensing  as  grossly  inadequate  and 
uneconomic.  The  withdrawal  of  a  resolution 
by  Mr.  Crowe,  urging  adoption  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  list  as  the 
yardstick  for  calculating  payments,  is  not 
an  indication  that  this  basis  was  disap- 
proved, but  rather  a  gesture  of  confidence 
that  the  negotiators  would  obtain  the  best 
terms  they  could,  knowing  the  feelings  of 
the  meeting.  The  views  of  several  Scottish 
representatives,  though  relating  especially 
to  conditions  north  of  the  Border,  are 
worthy  of  attention  by  all  those  English 
pharmacists  who  look  for  something  better 
than  a  bare  minimum  for  the  community 
in  any  pharmaceutical  service  provided. 
It  would  be  regrettable  indeed  if,  through 
lack  of  provision  for  wrapping,  for  example, 
the  pharmaceutical  service  became  rudely 
nick-named  a  " fish-and-chip  service." 


The  Outlook  for  Cosmetics 

The  annual  meeting  and  luncheon  of  th 
Perfumery  and  Toilet  Preparation  Mani; 
facturers'  Section  of  the  London  Chambe 
of  Commerce,  held  in  London  on  Novembe 
23  (p.  584).  was  an  admirable  function  i: 
many  ways.  First,  the  attendance  at  th 
luncheon  of  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  t 
the  Board  of  Trade  (Captain  Waterhouse 
and  other  officials,  together  with  the  man; 
representatives  of  the  cosmetics  industry 
demonstrated  both  the  active  interest  take; 
in  the  industry  in  official  quarters  and  th 
support  of  the  trade  behind  the  organisation 
Secondly,  the  record  of  achievements  out 
lined  at  the  annual  meeting  by  the  chairmai 
(Mr.  L.  J.  Matchan)  indicates  that  the  in 
dustry  has  good  hopes  of  emerging  virtuall; 
intact  after  the  war,  ready  for  the  peace 
time  demands  that  will  be  made  upon  it 
particularly  in  the  export  field.  It  is  als« 
plain  that  the  successful  passage  of  thi 
industry  through  the  trials  of  war-timt 
production  has  finally  killed  the  idea  tha 
manufacture  of  toilet  preparations  is  wholb 
a  luxury  trade. 

The  Retailers'  *'  Privilege  " 

While  it  would  be  correct  to  state  that  th( 
goodwill  and  prestige  of  the  industry  hav( 
been  seriously  threatened  from  time  to  tim( 
by  the  existence  of  a  "black  market,"  then 
is  evidence  that  the  menace  has  been  largelj 
overcome,  thanks,  it  is  claimed,  to  the 
present  Toilet  Preparations  Order.  In  thi; 
connexion  it  is  disconcerting  to  read  Mr 
Matchan's  remark  (p.  584)  that  "there  ij 
still  considerable  exploitation  of  that  quitt 
unjustifiable  privilege  to  retailers  whicl; 
enables  them  to  manufacture  up  tc 
£^1  13s.  4d.  per  month  without  registra- 
tion." "Retailers,"  we  assume,  includes 
chemists  who,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  were 
the  only  large  class  of  retailers  making 
toilet  preparations  on  a  small  scale  before 
the  war.  It  would  seem,  from  the  consistent 
attitude  of  the  Board  of  Trade  towards  this 
small  concession,  that  the  Department, 
despite  representations  by  manufacturers, 
appreciates  and  recognises'  the  right  of 
chemists  to  their  share  of  a  business  which 
they  fostered  long  before  the  advent  of  any 
recognisable  toilet  preparations  industry. 
We   are   left  wondering  just  what  Mr, 
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atchan  means  by  "exploitation,"  for  he 
imits  that  the  concession  does  not  "  consti- 
ite  any  grave  or  permanent  threat  to  the 
iture  of  the  industry."  No  pharmacist  was 
/ei  foolish  enough  to  suppose  that  his 
stty  manufacture  of  cosmetics  would 
lenace  the  advertised  brands  in  an  unre- 
ricted  market.  If  evidence  of  this  were 
eeded,  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  National 
harmaceutical  Union's  recent  injunction  to 
:s  members  to  "give  the  manufacturers  of 
16  popular  lines  every  assistance  in  getting 
cieir  goods  back  upon  the  market." 
Fnquestionably  this  co-operation  will  be 
arthcoming. 

A  First  Relaxing  of  Controls 

announcement  recently  by  the  Prime 
linister  that  there  would  be  a  relaxation 
if  certain  controls  on  the  export  of  goods, 
ms  speedily  given  practical  effect.  The 
hanges  have  been  made  the  subject  of  a 
56ard  of  Trade  Order,  which  came  into 
iperation  on  November  i8  (see  p.  582). 
Jnder  earlier  controls,  licences  were  re- 
[Uired  for  the  expo'rt  to  certain  destinations 
if  all  classes  of  goods,  and  to  all  destinations 
if  certain  classes  of  goods.  The  main 
iffects"  of  the  new  Order  are  to  free  the 
ikport  of  all  goods  to  a  number  of  terri- 
ories — chiefly  in  South,  East  and  West 
Africa — and  to  relax  for  all  destinations  the 
lecessity  for  a  licence  to  export  a  range  of 
;ommodities  which  includes  cosmetics  ("  per- 
umery  and  toilet  preparations,  whether 
nedicated  or  not")  and  certain  drugs  and 
ihemicals.  On  the  other  hand,  infants' 
'eeding-bottles,  fitted  with  teats  and  valves, 
lave  been  added  to  the  schedule,  and  can 
10  longer  be  exported. 

The  purpose  behind  the  relaxations  thus 
iecided  upon  is  to  make  a  start  towards 
Duilding  up  once  more  the  connexions 
between  individual  sellers  and  individual 
buyers,  with  a  view  to  full  resumption  of 
trade  activities  after  the  war.  Such  ques- 
tions as  acquiring  foreign  exchange  and 
meeting  demand  are  considered  of  secondary 
importance  and,  in  fact,  it  is  generally 
known  and  appreciated  throughout  the 
trade  that  any  considerable  resumption  of  ^ 
overseas  exports  is  unlikely,  pending  what 
is  virtually  the  sanction,  of  the  United  States 
authorities.    Persons  and  companies  nor- 
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mally  engaged  primarily  in  the  export  trade 
do,  however,  seek  a  quota  of  business  in 
which  they  can  engage  with  complete 
freedom,  and  no  doubt  they  will  welcome, 
from  this  point  of  view,  the  relaxations 
mentioned.  The  authorities  point  out  that 
the  fact  that  export  licences  are  no  longer 
required  for  certain  categories  of  goods 
destined  for  South  Africa  or  Southern 
Rhodesia  must  not  be  taken  to  imply  that 
shipping  space  will  necessarily,  be  available. 

Pharmaceutical  Education 
in  Canada 

A  FIRST  Canadian  conference  on  pharma- 
ceutical education  was  held  at  the  Ontario 
College  of  Pharmacy,  Toronto,  recently. 
The  deans,  faculty  and  lay  members  of 
various  provincial  colleges  attended,  and 
after  three  days  of  deliberation  it  was 
decided  to  form  a  "Canadian  Conference 
of  Pharmaceutical  Faculties."  The  con- 
ference is  to  meet  annually  at  the  time  of 
the  Council  meetings  of  the  Canadian 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  the  inten- 
tion is  to  promote  pharmaceutical  education 
and  keep  the  profession  abreast  of  new 
developments  so  as  to  assure  the  efficiency 
of  the  health  services  offered  to  the  public. 

Drastic  revisions  in  the  present  course 
of  pharmaceutical  education  were  recom- 
mended at  the  first  sessioii  of  the  conference, 
the  changes  being  in  the  direction  of  estab- 
lishing a  three-year  college  course,  leading 
to  a  B.Sc.  degree,  to  replace  the  present 
two-year  college  course  with  three-years* 
apprenticeship.  As  an  alternative,  to  the 
abolition  of  apprenticeship,  an  "interne- 
ship"  period  of  eighteen  months  following 
graduation  was  suggested,  during  which 
graduates  could  not  enter  business  on  their 
own  account.  Professor  F.  N.  Hughes 
(secretary  of  the  conference)  stated  that 
abolition  of  the  apprenticeship  system 
would  reduce  the  gap  between  high-school 
graduation  and  college  attendance.  Many 
likely  candidates,  he  affirmed,  were  deterred 
from  pharmacy  because  of  tjie  long  appren^ 
ticeship.  Under  the  new  proposals  the 
interneship,  which  is  to  take  the  place  of 
the  apprenticeship,  may  come  either  before 
or  after  the  college  course  or  during  the 
vacation  period. 
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CONFERENCE  OF  BRANCH  REPRESENTATIVES

Health  Centres 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  a  paper 
by  Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead  (secretary,  Phar- 
maceutical Society)  on  "The  Development 
of  the  Health  Centre."   He  said  it  appeared 
useful  to  have  on  record  the  Government's 
proposals  with  regard  to  Health  Centres. 
The  White  Paper,  which  he  quoted,  said  : — 
Broadly,  the  design  should  provide  for 
individual  consulting  rooms,  for  reception 
and  waiting  rooms,  for  simple  laboratory 
work,  for  nursing  and  secretarial  staff,  tele- 
phone services  and  other  accessories.  The 
object  will  be  to  provide  the  doctors  with 
first-class    premises    and    equipment  and 
assistance  and  so  give  them  the  best  faciUties 
for    meeting    their    patients'    needs.  The 
doctors  will  thus  be  freed  from  the  necessity 
to  provide  these  things  at  their  own  cost. 
They  will  join  in  something  like  the  partner- 
ship groups  already  often  privately  formed. 
It  went  on  to  say  that  doctors  in  those 
Health  Centres  would  have  to  be  salaried 
and  not  paid  by  a  capitation  fee.  That  had 
two  aspects,  a  general  political  and  a  phar- 
maceutical.    The  general  political  aspect 
was  this :  were  they  going  to  have  in,  say, 
twenty  years'  time,  a  medical  profession 
entirely  composed   of   salaried  servants? 
The  pharmaceutical  question  was  whether 
there  were  going  to  be  dispensaries  in  those 
Health  Centres,  and  if  so,  would  a  great 
part  of  the  dispensing  pass  to  pharmacists 
who  were  salaried  servants  in  the  centres  ? 

If  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices were  going  to  be  gradually  national- 
ised, pharmacists  might  be  faced  with  a 
process  which  would  substantially  change 
the  character  of  the  community.  A  large 
number  of  the  public  would  rather  get  their 
medicine  from  somebody  with  whom  they 
could  establish  a  personal  relationship  than 
get  it  from  a  hole  in  the  wall.  If  six  or  eight 
or  twelve  doctors  were  grouped  together, 
instead  of  being  scattered  in  ones  or  twos, 
the  public  would  have  further  to  travel  to 
see  their  doctors.  There  was  also  the  ques- 
tion of  expense.  Local  authorities  presum- 
ably would  have  to  put  up  the  Health 
Centres  and  pay  for  them. 

A  Means  of  Nationalisation  ? 

The  conception  of  the  Health  Centre  in 
the  abstract  was  sound  and  attractive.  But 
the  White  Paper  gave  the  impression  that 
there  was  a  deliberate  intention  to  use  the 
conception  as  a  means  of  nationalising  the 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  services. 


That  suspicion  was  increased  when  it  wa 
remembered  that  twenty  years  earlier,  afte 
the  war  of  1914-18,  the  Minister  of  Recon 
struction  had  appointed  a  powerful  Depart 
mental  Committee  on  the  future  provisioi 
of  medical  and  allied  services,  under  th 
chairmanship  of  Lord  Dawson,  that  mad 
quite  different  recommendations.  s 

The  Dawson  Committee  contemplate 
primary  and  secondary  Health  Centres,  bu 
put  as  the  first  line  the  private  consulting 
room  of  the  general  practitioner. 
members  visualised  the  general  practitione 
visiting  his  patients  in  their  own  homes  o 
seeing  them  in  his  consulting-room  and  onl 
in  cases  of  doubt  passing  them  on  to  th 
primary  Health  Centre,  in  which  they  con 
sidered  the  accommodation  necessary  shouL 
be  much  more  elaborate  than  that  contem 
plated  in  the  White  Paper.  Clinics  would  b 
equipped  where  doctors  could  see  thei 
patients  and  consult  with  each  othei 
Further  accommodation  might  includ 
operating  rooms,  radiography  rooms,  labora 
tory,  dispensary,  baths,  including  simpl 
hydrotherapy,  and  equipment  needed  fo 
massage  and  physical  culture.  What  th 
Dawson  Committee  visualised  as  a  Healt 
Centre  was  something  equivalent  to  th 
cottage  hospital  of  today. 

Six  Principles  1 

In  the  Dawson  Centre  there  was  to  be 
dispensary,  but  if  a  dispensary  were  pu 
into  the  Health  Centre  contemplated  in  th 
White  Paper,  it  seemed  to  him  that  it  woul 
at  one  blow  destroy  a  great  deal  of  th 
pharmaceutical  service  that  could  be  ren 
dered  through  chemists'  shops.  He  though 
they  ought  to  support  the  recommendation 
of  Lord  Dawson's  committee  and  say  to  th 
Ministry  of  Health  that  the  layout  should  b 
the  consulting-room  as  first  line,  then  th 
Health  Centre,  then  the  general  hospita 
and  he  enunciated  six  principles  for  allyin 
themselves  with  the  doctors  : — 

(1)  The  normal  meeting  place  of  patient  an 
physician  should  be  the  private  consulting-roott 

(2)  The  Health  Centre  should  be  of  the  typ 
recommended  by  the  Dawson  Committee. 

(3)  The  grouping  of  general  practitioners  int 
Health  Centres  of  the  type  proposed  in  th 
White  Paper  should  be  discouraged  as  tendin 
to  institutionaUse  the  general  practitioner  an 
increase  distances  to  be  covered  by  the  patient 

(4)  In  areas  where  private  surgeries,  witl 
adequate  accommodation,  could  not  readily  bi 
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rovided,  local  authorities  might  create  com- 
lunal  surgerifes,  letting  consulting-rooms  to 
idividual  private  practitioners  at  a  rent. 

(5)  Medicines  should  be  supplied  upon  pre- 
oription  which  the  patient  should  be  free  to 
ake  to  the  chemist  of  his  choice. 

(6)  In  Health  Centres  of  the  Dawson  type 
ecofnmended  there  might  be  pharmaceutical 
apartments,  in  which  event  they  should  be 
dequately  staffed  by  pharmacists. 

He  did  not  suggest  that  it  was  necessary 

0  take  formal  decisions  on  the  matter,  but 
oped  the  Conference  would  feel  that  it  was 
n  the  public  and  their  own  interest  to  sup- 
)ort  the  proposals  made  by  Lord  Dawson's 
;;ommittee. 

Mr.  H.  T.  Franks  said  that  there  was 

1  good  chance  that  Health  Centre  dispensing 
night  be  to  the  benefit  of  employee  phar- 
nacists. 

Mr.  Linstead  said  they  had  to  look  at 
:he  matter  from^  a  broad  point  of  view.  If 
;hey  took  the  view  which  he  took,  that  the 
ndependent  professional  man's  ability  to 
;humb  his  nose  at  the  Ministry  of  Health 
f  he  wished,  without  his  job  being  at  stake, 
ivas  important  to  the  community,  then 
)the*r  parts  of  the  jigsaw  puzzle  fell  into 
)lace.  He  could  not  help  feeling  that 
IS  assistants  developed  their  corporate 
strength,  as  they  were  doing,  and  as  the 
[oint  Industrial  Council  established  its 
luthority,  assistants  with  private  companies 
were  likely  to  improve  their  position, 
salaries,  conditions  of  service  and  hours,  to 
at  least  as  great  an  extent  as  they  would  be 
able  to  do  if  they  were  employees  of  a  local 
authority  or  the  central  Government. 

Mr.  W.  R.  B.  Arnold  said  that  presum- 
ably in  the  Dawson  scheme  a  private  con- 
tract between  the  patient  and  the  medical 
man  was  visualised.  Did  it  follow  that  the 
supply  of  medicines  would  be  a  private 
contract  between  the  patient  and  the 
chemist?  Mr.  Linstead  replied  that  the 
report  was  only  an  interim  report.  The 
Committee  never  got  so  far  as  a  final  report, 
and  did  not  settle  the  question  whether 
there  should  be  a  private'  arrangement 
between  patient  and  doctor. 

Mr.  Edgar  Jones  asked  if  the  Health 
Centres  would  not  have  to  apply  for  a 
licence  from  the  Pharmacy  Board  before 
they  could  supply  medicines.  Mr.  W. 
Trillwood  said  that  many  things  were 
likely  to  be  wanted  by  a  group  of  general 
practitioners  working  together  (e.g.,  local 
anaesthetics  and  dressings).  The  question 
was  where  they  would  obtain  those  things. 
He  foresaw  a  danger  if  that  point  was  not 
covered.  A  Health  Centre  of  the  type  that 


might  be  set  up  by  a  local  authority  would 
be  coupled  with  their  clinics  and  other 
services,  and  pharmacy  would  not  have  a 
foot  in  it. 

Mr.  Linstead  said  Mr.  Trillwood  was 
thinking  of  the  Health  Centre  according  to 
the  White  Paper.  He  thought  what  Was 
most  likely  to  happen  was  that  the  Health 
Centre  would  draw  its  stocks  from  a  phar- 
maceutical depot  run  as  part  of  the  organisa- 
tion of  the  local  authority,  probably  with  a 
pharmacist  in  charge.  Nevertheless  it  would 
represent  a  definite  encroachment  on  the 
work  of  pharmacists  in  the  area.  To  Mr. 
Jones  he  explained  that  if  they  were 
successful  in  prevailing  upon  the  Govern- 
ment to  limit  new  units  to  places  where 
there  was  need  for  them,  to  some  extent 
the  development  of  dispensaries  in  Health 
Centres  could  be  checked  and  a  licence,  of 
course,  would  be  necessary.  Otherwise,  a 
local  authority  with  a  zealous  medical  officer 
could  put  them  up  all  over  the  place. 

Cottage  Hospitals  as  Centres 

Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson  suggested  Mr.  Lin- 
stead had  indicated  that,  if  the  Dawson  type 
of  Health  Centre  was  going  to  be  developed, 
in  many  districts  the  Health  Centre  would 
not  be  necessary  at  all,  since  there  were 
already  small  hospitals  that  filled  the  bill. 
Mr.  Linstead  explained  that  many  cottage 
hospitals  could  be  quickly  converted  into 
primary  Health  Centres. 

Mr.  C.  Campbell  asked  whether  it  was 
Mr.  Linstead's  opinion  that  medical  officers 
under  local  authorities  were  inferior  to 
those  who  were  in  general  medical  practice 
today ;  also  whether,  if  the  Dawson  Com- 
mittee had  been  sitting  that  day,  it  would 
advocate  what  was  in  the  report  of  twenty 
years  ago  or  what  was  in  the  present  White 
Paper. 

Mr.  Linstead  replied  that  he  had  some 
reason  for  believing  that  the  views  of  the 
Dawson  Committee  would  not  have  changed. 
One  important  point  about  medical 
officers  of  health  was  that  they  were 
administrative  officers  rather  than  doctors. 
Also,  whereas  10  per  cent,  of  a  profession 
might  adequately  carry  out  their  duties  as 
full-time  paid  servants,  there  was  an  enor- 
mous difference  (a  difference  of  quality) 
between  that  and  switching  over  the  whole 
profession. 

Mr.  H.  Black  said  Mr.  Linstead  men- 
tioned encroachments.  Did  Mr.  Linstead 
visualise  that  these  Health  Centres  would 
add  other  items  to  baby  foods,  orange 
juice,  and  the  like,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
chemist? 
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Mr.  Linstead  said  one  could  only  say- 
that  that  would  be  an  obvious  development, 
but  if  the  local  pharmacy  boards  were 
properly  accepted  as  advisory  committees, 
they  might  find  that  they  could  bring  about 
a  changed  outlook  on  the  part  of  the  local 
authorities. 

Mr.  a.  Officer  said  that  for  three  hours 
that  morning  members  had  discussed  the 
proposed  medical  health  service,  and  now 
Mr.  Linstead  came  forward  and  asked  them 
to  consider  one  of  twenty  years  ago. 
Mr.  Linstead  said  the  Dawson  Report  was 
a  perfectly  good  solution  of  the  present 
problem. 

Establishing  a  Principle 

Mr.  C.  Campbell  asked  whether  free 
choice  of  chemist  would  not  obviate  a 
danger  from  clinics,  so  far  as  dispensing 
was  concerned.  Mr.  Linstead  said  they 
could  get  the  abstract  principle  of  free 
choice  of  chemist  adopted,  but  in  the  mean- 
time the  Health  Centres  were  going  up — 
they  were  there  in  bricks  and  mortar — and 
in  twenty  years  time  there  would  be  a 
machine  ready  to  do  all  the  dispensing 
under  State  control,  and  what  would 
become  of  their  principle  then?  It  was 
because  they  wanted  a  reasoned  argument 
why  those  bricks  and  mortar  should  not 
be  put  up  in  order  to  prejudice  the  position 
twenty,  thirty  or  forty  years  from  now  that 
he  was  taking  up  that  alternative  scheme. 

Mr.  W.  Stanier  did  not  think  it  was  a 
matter  for  them  to  discuss  at  all;  it  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  chemist,  but  only 
with  the  doctor.  Mr.  Linstead  said  i-t  was 
not  solely  a  medical  question.  It  was  clear 
to  him  that  if  they  had  eight  or  twelve 
doctors  working  in  a  publicly  provided 
building  with  other  services  round  them, 
before  they  knew  where  they  were  they 
would  have  a  dispensary  there. 

Mr.  W.  Atkinson  was  sure  State  dis- 
pensaries would  give  employee  pharmacists 
better  conditions  than  they  might  get 
elsewhere. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Moore  said  Mr.  Linstead  had 
made  a  very  good  point  when  he  mentioned 
that  under  the  Dawson  plan  every  person 
would  in  the  first  place  go  to  the  local 
practitioner.  Only  a  small  percentage  of 
patients  would  go  to  the  Health  Centre  and 
a  still  smaller  percentage  would  go  to  the 
dispensary  at  the  Health  Centre.  If  that 
plan  were  adopted  he  did  not  think  they 
need  worry  much  about  the  establishment 
of  dispensaries  at  Health  Centres. 

Mr.  Whittaker  said  much  had  been 
made  of  the  individual  medical  practitioner. 
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but  many  regarded  him  as  antiquatea 
harassed,  and  overworked,  though  quit^ 
good  fellow  at  heart.  He  understood  the 
some  of  the  best  workers  in  the  professic 
advocated  grouping,  and  if  grouping  can 
about  and  Health  Centres  were  formed,  £ 
long  as  there  was  a  pharmacist  in  the  di 
pensary  that  was  all  that  mattered.  M: 
Linstead  said  it  was  probably  true  thi 
they  were  seeing  the  beginning  of  a  procei 
of  transition  whereby  over  a  period  pha 
macy  would  move  from  the  chemist's  she 
into  the  Health  Centre.  What  he  Wt 
concerned  about  was  to  see  that  that  perio( 
if  it  must  come,  was  a  long  one,  so  that  thai 
was  a  real  cushioning  for  those  in  busine! 
today. 

Mr.  E.  Cronin  said  there  would  definite! 
be  dispensaries  in  the  Manchester  Healt 
Centres,  .  and  pharmacists,  he  was  tol( 
would  be  employed  there. 

Mr.  H.  Crawshaw  said  his  Branch  ha 
feared  for  some  time  that  these  Healt 
Centres  would  be  set  up.  They  found  ths 
the  great  majority  of  the  local  doctors  wei 
against  the  Health  Centres,  and  in  favor 
of  an  increased  pharmaceutical  seryic 
which  would  be  a  super-chemist's  sho 
under  the  control  of  private  pharmacist 
or  a  small  company  controlled  by  loci 
(Birkenhead)  pharmacists. 

The  President  thanked  Mr.  Linstead. 

Remuneration 

After  Mr.  T.  O.  Martin  had  read  his  pape 
on  remuneration  (see  C.  6-  D.,  November 
p.  533),  discussion  opened  on  this  questior 

Mr.  H.  W.  Tomski  said  a  method  c 
remuneration  should  be  based  on  a  scientifi 
cally  sound  foundation.  They  should  b 
paid  first  for  personal  (i.e.,  pharmaceutical 
services,  by  a  dispensing  fee;  for  thei 
impersonal  services  by  means  of  a  busines 
allocation ;  and  for  the  cost  of  drugs  witj 
a  profit  allocation.  Furthermore,  they  mus 
have  stability  of  prices.  The  dispensing  fe 
that  must  obviously  be  based  on  th 
remuneration  which  the  pharmacist  woul( 
get  if  he  were  totally  employed  profes 
sionally.  That  was  estimated  at  £525  ; 
year,  and  if  they  took  the  number  o 
working  hours  as  2,200  and  the  number  o 
prescriptions  per  hour  as  nine,  they  got  « 
dispensing  fee  of  sixpence.  The  overheac 
allocation  could  also  be  worked  out,  and  i" 
came  to  3-3d.  on  1938  prices.  The  actua 
drug  cost,  which  was  slightly  lower  than  th< 
drug  tariff  prices,  was  2-8d.  and  the  profil 
allocation  was  worked  out  at  o-yd.  Thai 
made  the  total  remuneration  at  pre-wai 
figures  i2-8d.  per  prescription,  and  at  to-

cottish  Dispensing 

Mr.  R.  McAdam  found  that  five  or  six 
fescriptions  per  hour  was  the  most  that 
mid  be  done.  He  knew  the  insurance  price 
as  not  quite  the  same  in  Scotland  as  in 
ngland,  but  thought  Scottish  dispensing 
lust  be  taken  into  consideration  when  the 
latter  was  discussed.  Mr.  A.  B.  Gilmour 
lid  that  in  Scotland  remuneration  was 
ased  on  a  charge  for  each  ingredient  accord- 
ig  to  its  class  and  value,  to  which  was 
ttached  the  profit  on  the  material,  and  on 
le  time  and  skill  required  in  the  profes- 
onal  work  of  dispensing.  In  Scotland  the 
verage  number  of  ingredients  per  prescrip- 
on  was  s^,  and  if  they  compared  that 
ith  the  conditions  in  an  area  where  there 
as  a  large  percentage  of  stock  prescrip- 
ions  which  were  ready-made,  they  could 
nderstand  that  the  remuneration  would 
jquire  to  be  very  different.  There  was 
nother  point:  if  the  Government  was 
incere  in  organising  its  health  service. 
In  which  it  was  going  to  spend  millions  of 
tounds  in  order  to  make  people  health 
onscious,  it  must  put  a  stop  to  the  present 
iractice  whereby  the  newspapers  and  cer- 
ain  vested  interests  were  doing  all  they 
ould  to  make  people  disease  conscious. 
?here  had  been  a  great  deal  of  talk,  in  both 
he  previous  and  the  current  years,  about 
he  number  of  prescriptions  being  doubled, 
n  Scotland  they  had  always  kept  within 
:f  prescriptions  per  insured  person  per 
,nnum,  and  he  found  that  in  some  English 
lealth  resorts  the  frequency  was  far  higher. 
ie  urged  people  to  be  chary  about  thinking 
emuneration  was  going  to  be  double  what 
t  was  at  present. 

Mr,  Linstead  said  that  unless  Mr.  Crowe 
alt  strongly  about  his  resolution,  he  hoped 
hat  the  hands  of  the  negotiators  would  not 
)e  tied,  and  Mr.  Crowe  withdrew  the  motion. 

Mr.  E.  a.  Briggs  asked  whether,  if 
company  shops  agreed  to  the  present  rate 
br  dispensing,  the  Society  would  say  that 
Pharmacists  qualifying  in  future  must  not 
york  for  a  multiple  firm.  Mr.  Linstead 
iaid  on  a  question  of  accuracy  he  did  not 
•efer  to  the  company  chemists.    He  said 
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"any  considerable  section  of  pharmacy." 
The  President  said  that  when  the  point 
arose  they  would  consider  it. 

Mr.  a.  Officer  declared  that  Mr,  Lin- 
stead had  said,  in  effect,  "Give  us  approval 
of  the  general  principle  and  we  will  see  that 
things  are  all  right."  In  Scotland,  at  any 
rate,  they  liked  to  know  what  they  were 
going  to  get.  Dispensing  was  the  kingpin  of 
Scottish  pharmacy,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions. To  such  an'  extent  had  that  been 
impressed  upon  the  authorities  concerned, 
that  they  were  a  little  better  off  than  those 
in  the  south  for  N.H.I,  work. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Spencer  said  they  must  not 
overlook  the  fact  that  in  the  majority  of 
pharmacies  (at  any  rate  in  England)  dis- 
pensing was  not  the  greater  proportion  of 
the  turnover.  They  were  being  threatened 
by  Health  Centres  at  one  end ;  at  the  other 
end  of  the  scale  they  had  a  company  owning 
bazaar  stores  proposing  to  turn  its  shops, 
when  the  war  ended,  into  pharmacies. 

Mr.  H.  T.  Franks  moved  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  take  steps 
to  fix  dispensing  fees  for  the  whole  country. 
He  had  kept  a  record,  and  found  that  dis- 
pensing occupied  just  over  75  per  cent,  of 
his  time  and  represented  20  per  cent,  of  his 
turnover,   Mr.  W.  Atkinson  seconded. 

Mr.  Linstead  said  that  the  "Jenkin" 
decision  prevented  such  action.  He  was 
bound,  therefore,  to  advise  that  it  was 
outside  the  powers  of  the  Society,  but  there 
were  much  greater  considerations  than  that. 
In  the  time  available  was  there  any  con- 
ceivable likelihood  that,  with  no  compulsory 
powers  available,  the  Society  or  any  group 
of  pharmaceutical  organisations  could  pre- 
vail upon  the  whole  of  retail  pharmacy  to 
abide  by  One  national  scale  of  charges  for 
dispensing?  He  did  not  think  any  body  of 
men  could  do  it. 

Motion  Pressed  but  Lost 

The  President  asked  Mr.  Franks 
whether  he  pressed  his  motion,  and  Mr. 
Franks  said  he  did.  He  considered  that, 
with  the  Society's  formulation  of  the  rules 
of  professional  conduct  which  had  definitely 
gone  outside  the  professional  and  into  the 
trading  side,  the  "Jenkin"  case  should  be 
dead  and  buried.  If  they  made  an  effort 
and  did  not  succeed,  the  fact  that  they 
had  made  an  effort  would  do  some  good, 
Mr,  Linstead  thought  the  difference 
between  them  was  that  Mr.  Franks  was 
suggesting  that  they  should  try  to  impose 
a  national  scale  in  advance. 

The  resolution  was  then  put  to  the 
meeting  and  was  lost. 
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ULSTER  PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 


In  his  presidential  address  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association 
on  November  22,  Mr.  H.  P.  Crossin  said 
that,  though  chemists  were  wearying  of 
war-time  restrictions  and  shortages,  phar- 
macy had  been  more  favoured  than  most 
other  distributive  trades ;  they  were  thank- 
ful that  few  of  their  goods  were  sold  against 
coupons.  During  the  previous  troubled 
period  business  had  kept  on  a  fairly  level 
keel,  and  for  this  state  of  affairs  he  must 
pay  tribute  to  the  help  and  guidance  of 
their  trade  organisations,  particularly  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  Chemists' 
Friends  Association  and  their  own  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association.  In  looking  forward, 
they  must  not  be  lulled  into  thinking  that 
their  difficulties  were  over.  "  In  my  opinion 
the  first  few  post-war  years  will  be  most 
critical  for  pharmacy.  The  future  holds 
many  uncertainties,  and  we  shall  have  to  be 
careful  that  our  interests  are  not  neglected 
in  the  general  reconstruction." 

Close  Co-operation  Needed 

Mr.  Crossin  felt  it  necessary  to  stress  the 
need  for  close  co-operation.  Some  members 
might  think  the  Executive  Committee  dila- 
tory in  dealing  with  the  proposed  medical 
benefit  scheme,  but  they  could  do  no  more 
than  the  larger  cross-channel  associations 
were  doing  at  present.  All  they  had  to  go 
on  was  the  White  Paper  giving  proposals 
for  England  and  Scotland.  Their  funda- 
mental rights  must,  however,  be  recognised. 
These  had  already  been  stated  in  a  circular 
sent  out  to  members,  but  they  were  impor- 
tant enough  to  summarise,  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Dispensing  must  be  reserved  to  phar- 
macists (and  this  applies  to  hospitals,  etc.). 

(2)  Dispensing  must  be  carried  out  at 
existing  pharmacies. 

(3)  Payment  must  be  adequate. 

To  his  mind  the  greatest  danger  to  their 
profession  and  livelihood  was  the  possi- 
bility that  health-centre  dispensaries  might 
be  set  up.  Let  members  reflect  on  the 
possible  consequences.  Let  them  consider 
the  effect  this  would  have  on  turnover. 
Their  answer  must  be  that  they  were  at 
present  providing  an  efficient  compounding  , 
service,  and  had  the  necessary  equipment 
in  their  shops.  Their  pharmacies  were 
distributed  throughout  Northern  Ireland, 
and  could  offer  more  convenient  service  to 
those  concerned  than  could  possibly  be 
given  by  public  health  centres. 

Distribution  of  medicines  under  the 
scheme  would  cause  a  reduction  in  sales 


of  their  own  preparations,  proprietarie 
etc.,  and  would  almost  entirely  elimina' 
private  prescriptions.  This  would  leave 
larger  proportion  of  overhead  charges  to  1 
allocated  to  dispensing.  Furthermor 
remuneration  should  not  be  estimate 
merely  on  a  time  basis,  but  also  on  tl 
knowledge,  skill  and  responsibility  involvei 
The  White  Paper  statements  that  "tt: 
present  system  of  National  Health  Insui 
ance  is  no  doubt  capable  of  improvement, 
and  that  "discussions  with  the  appropriai 
pharmaceutical  bodies  will  be  welcomed 
the  Government"  did  not  tally  with  tl 
constitution  of  the  Health  Advisory  Counc 
recently  set  up  by  their  own  Ministry 
Health,  which  did  not  include  even  or 
practising  pharmacist.  The  U.C.A.  ha 
asked  for  representation,  but  had  bee 
turned  down.  "On  your  behalf  I  want 
register  the  strongest  possible  protest, 
suggest  that  a  strong  resolution  shoul 
come  from  this  meeting,  informing  th 
Ministry  concerned  that  if  and  when  it 
their  intention  to  extend  this  scheme 
Northern  Ireland  we  insist  upon  bein 
consulted  before  any  decision  on  pharms 
ceutical  service  is  taken." 

Associates'  Section 

Arrangements  made  after  the  previou 
annual  meeting  to  set  up  an  Associate} 
Section  had  been  successfully  carried  ou' 
and  between  the  Associates'  Committee  an 
the  Executive  Committee  there  had  bee 
established  an  attitude  of  co-operation,  an 
there  was  no  doubt  that  the  Associate} 
Section,  in  which  pharmaceutical  chemist 
acting  as  shop  managers  or  superintendent 
of  bodies  corporate  were  well  representee 
would  give  support  in  maintaining  pharma 
cists'  rights  under  future  legislation. 

The  annual  report  also  mentioned  th 
Association's  protest  against  the  dictatoria 
attitude  of  certain  manufacturers  of  veterin 
ary  preparations.  There  was  no  reason  wh 
members  should  not  keep  up  pressure  o: 
the  other  firms  concerned,  and  the  hel; 
accorded  them  in  this  matter  by  th 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  welcomed 
Since  they  were  qualified  to  handle  poten 
preparations  for  human  use,  surely  they  coul( 
be  trusted  to  distribute  vetef'inary  medicines 
Another  matter  in  the  report  that  called  fo 
extended  comment  was  earlier  closing.  Th 
extension  of  National  Health  Insuranci 
might  create  the  need  for  rota  arrangement 
in  each  district.  It  was  his  own  opinion  tha 
they  should  institute  some  such  scheme  a 
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:e,  for  two  reasons :  It  would  impress  on 
!  public  that  chemists  performed  an 
ential  service ;  and  it  would  act  as  a 
;errent  to  those  chemists  who,  after  the 
r,  might  be  inclined  to  break  away  from 
sonable  closing  arrangements, 
"ull  advantage  should  be  taken  of  the 
jortunity  to  introduce  their  own  prepara- 
fis  so  that,  when  peace  came,  and  with 
;he  relaxation  of  advertising  restrictions,

There  have  been  no  material  changes 
during  the  week  in  price  or  supply  positions. 
The  Minister  of  Food  has  made  an  Order 
(S.  R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  1279),  dated  Novem- 
ber 29,  revoking  the  Tartaric  Acid  and 
Cream  of  Tartar  (Control  and  Maximum 
Prices)  Order,  1944  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  2). 
No  price  alterations  are  involved,  the  new 
Order  repeating  the  main  provisions  of  the 
old  while  prescribing  maximum  prices  on 
sales  by  first-hand  distributors  and  distri- 
buting dealers  licensed  as  such,  and  separate 
prices  for  sales  by  wholesalers. 

Although  some  sales  of  crude  drugs  have 
been  reported  during  the  week,  the  quan- 
tities involved  have  not  been  large,  nor 
the  prices  appreciably  changed.  Bella- 
donna LEAF  is  firm ;  root  is  difficult  to 
find.  Spot  supplies  of  Benzoin  are  prac- 
tically exhausted.  Ergot  continues  scarce, 
with  the  spot  price  of  any  available 
supplies  firm.  Odd  cases  of  Rhubarb  are 
changing  hands  at  the  quoted  price,  with 
a  few  left  for  further  sales.  Some  inquiry 
has  been  noted  for  Seeds,  but  little  business 
is  possible  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  supplies. 
As  noted  last  week.  Turmeric  is  tending 
easier. 

The  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  has 
announced  its  intention  of  recommending 
import  licences  for  a  limited  quantity  of 
Gum  guaiacum  and  a  further  limited 
quantity  of  natural  Liquorice  root  during 
the  periods  ending  October  31,  1945,  and 
June  30,  1945,  respectively,  and  have 
asked  the  Botanical  Drug  Importers'  Sec- 
tion, London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  69 
Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.4,  to  arrange 
for  its  importation.  The  Section  accordingly 
invites  firms  which,  during  the  years  1936 
to  194 1,  imported  these  drugs,  to  write  in 
not  later  than  December  8  in  the  case  of 
natural  liquorice  root  and  not  later  than 
December  11  in  the  case  of  gum  guaiacum. 
The  Section  will  then  send  out  the  necessary 
forms  of  declaration,  on  which  returns  of 
importations  can  be  made,  and  these  will 
form  the  basis  of  recommendations.

Sir,- -At  a  meeting  of  the  Peterborough 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  held 
recently  to  receive  the  reports  of  delegates 
to  the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  in 
London  on  November  2,  a  resolution  passed 
at  that  meeting  urging  that  dispensing  be 
done  "by  or  under  the  supervision  of  a 
qualified  pharmacist"  was  welcomed.  The 
secretary  of  the  Society  apparently  took 
the  view  that  this  savoured  too  much  of 
self-interest.  Surely  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  that  the  man  trained  to  dispense 
should  do  the  dispensing. — Yours  faithfully,

Women  Pharmacists'  Remuneration 

Sir, — The  approval  by  the  National 
Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Phar- 
macy of  different  scales  of  remuneration  for 
men  and  women  doing  equal  work  (see 
C.  6-  D.,  November  25,  p.  558)  does  not 
demonstrate  a  progressive,  or  even  a  prac- 
tical, attitude.  To  perpetuate  officially  a 
state  of  affairs  which  existed  when  phar- 
maceutical employees  were  unorganised, 
and  forced  by  the  necessity  of  earning  a 
living  to  accept  any  circumstances  offered, 
is  absolutely  retrograde.  There  is  abundant 
evidence  that,  in  pharmaceutical  work, 
qualified  women  are  equally  as  capable 
as  men,  and  the  results  of  their  efforts 
equally  valuable  to  an  employer;  to  make 
these  efforts  available  at  a  lower  rate  will 
in  practice  keep  down  men's  salaries  too. 
Pharmaceutical  employees  should  be  ap- 
pointed on  merit  only,  because  of  the 
responsibility  they  must  accept.  Do  not 
qualified  women  merit  their  appointments, 
or  are  they  preferred  on  grounds  of  economy  ? 
Two  facts  stand,  out  clearly :  first,  increased 
education  means  more  women  entering  the 
professions  with  precisely  the  same  equip- 
ment as  men  and,  owing  to  the  unequal  sex 
ratio,  enhanced  by  wars,  more  women  being 
compelled  to  continue  to  earn  salaries ; 
secondly,  men  are  not  paid  according  to 
their  family  responsibilities.  Those  who 
are  conscious  of  the  development  of  society 
realise  that  there  is  no  justification  for 
paying  a  woman  less  than  a  man  for  doing 
the  same  work,  and  that  to  recommend  such 
an  arrangement  is  degrading  to  women.
